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1 . REP A REPORTS THAT AMBASSADOR CATALANO RECOGNIZED 
THAT ITALY HAD INTRODUCED A HIGH PERCENTAGE OP THE 
UNHELPFUL FOOTNOTES APPEARING IN THE DRAPT COMPREHENSIVE 
REPORT ON THE LTDP BUT HOPED THEY WOULD BE REMOVED. 

REF B REPORTS THE DISCUSSION BETWEEN DEPAD LEGERE 
AND ITALIAN DEPAD PATRELLI IN WHICH LATTER, IN 
RESPONSE TO QUESTIONING BY LEGERE, SAID HE BELIEVED 
ROME WOULD REDUCE THE NUMBER OP ITALIAN POOTNOTES. 

REF C SUGGESTS WE CONTACT CATALANO TO URGE HE PURSUE 
THIS MATTER AS A SHOW OF ALLIANCE SOLIDARITY AND 
THAT EMBASSY ROME, ALTER EWG MEETING, MAKE SIMILAR 
APPROACH TO PONOFP ON ANY REMAINING ITALIAN FOOTNOTES. 
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2. WE RECEIVED REF C ON SATURDAY, APRIL 29. IN 
VIEW OP THE WEEKEND AND THE MAY DAY HOLIDAY MONDAY, 
WE CONSIDER IT FUTILE TO TRY TO RAISE THE MATTER WITH 
CATALANO PRIOR TO THE TUESDAY MAY 2 EWG MEETING 
WHICH STARTS AT 0930. WE PROPOSE, HOWEVER, TO POLLOW-UP 
IP THE OUTCOME OP THAT MEETING WARRANTS. 
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3. ALTHOUGH WE AGREE OF COURSE WITH NEED TO PRESERVE 
ALLIANCE SOLIDARITY ON LTDP, WE BELIEVE A SWEEPING 
GENERAL RESERVATION, AS PROPOSED PARA 4 REF C, COULD 
CONCEIVABLY RESULT IN A STILLBORN BIRTH OF THE LTDP. 

OTHER ALLIES COULD WELL CLAMOR TO GIVE UP ALL THEIR 
FOOTNOTES AND ENTHUSIASTICALLY JOIN IN ONE MASSIVE 
RESERVATION, WHICH IN EFFECT WOULD ALLOW THEM TO PICK 
AND CHOOSE IMPLEMENTING LTDP MEASURES AT THEIR OWN 
PACE. THIS WOULD ELIMINATE THE BASIS FOR EFFECTIVE 
MONITORING OF FUTURE PERFORMANCE IN LTDP FOLLOW-THROUGH. 

4. WE TOO BELIEVE THAT MANY INDIVIDUAL RESERVATIONS 
WILL FALL AWAY BETWEEN NOW AND THE DPC MINISTERIAL. 

WE SUGGEST, THEREFORE, THAT WE HOLD IN ABEYANCE PRO- 
POSING SUCH A SWEEPING RESERVATION UNTIL WE CAN DETER- 
MINE THE NUMBER OF FOOTNOTES THAT STILL REMAIN FOR 
MINISTERS AND THE EXTENT OF THEIR DEBILITATING EFFECT. 

MAY 8 DPC PERMREPS SHOULD IN ANY EVENT PROVIDE A 
MORE USEFUL CHECKPOINT THAN MAY 2 EWG. EVEN THEN, 

AS WASHINGTON IS AWARE, THE FOOTNOTES WOULD BE 
PRIMARILY IN THE ANNEXES, WHICH WILL NOT BE TABLED 
FOR DISCUSSION AT THE SUMMIT. SINCE THERE IS NO 
MINISTERIAL PAPER AS SUCH, A GENERAL RESERVATION, 

IF ANY, WOULD HAVE TO GO INTO THE SUMMIT PAPER. 
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5. IF WASHINGTON IS THINKING OF DEMARCHES TO TROUBLE- 
SOME FALTERERS, OUR PRIME NOMINEE WOULD BE THE CANADIANS, 
WHO HAVE STARTED VIRTUALLY PLAYING DOG IN THE MANGER 

ON THE LTDP EXERCISE. REF A REPORTS HARDY'S VIEW ON 
THE NEEDTO GO BACK TO THE DRAWING BOARD, A VIEW 
EXPRESSED PREVIOUSLY BY CANADIAN DEFAD OLSON AT THE 
APRIL 13-14 EWG MEETING (REFS D AND E). FOLLOWING THE 
MORNING SESSION OF THE APRIL 13 MEETING, DURING 
WHICH OLSON HAD BEEN UNHELPFUL, LEGERE SPOKE TO HIM 
LIKE A DUTCH UNCLE (OR MAFIA GODFATHER), AFTER 
WHICH HE REMAINED LARGELY SILENT. 

6. WE CALL WASHINGTON'S ATTENTION IN OLSON'S 
STATEMENT AT THE APRIL 13 EWG (REF D) TO THE FOLLOWING: 

"AS MY AUTHORITIES CLEARLY POINTED OUT AT THE REIN- 
FORCED EWG MEETING, THEY DOUBT IF THE MAJORITY OF 
DEFENSE MINISTERS WILL BE EMPOWERED AT THE TIME OF 
THEIR MEETING IN MAY TO COMMIT THEIR NATIONS, 

EITHER NOW OR FOR THE FUTURE, TO THE WIDE RANGE OF 
COMPLEX PROGRAMS WITH LONG-TERM RESOURCE IMPLICATIONS. 
THEY BELIEVE SUCH COMMITMENTS MAY BE POSSIBLE FOR 
OTHERS, AS FOR US, ONLY AFTER HEADS OF STATE AND 
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GOVERNMENT HAVE DISCUSSED THE BROADER CONCEPTUAL 
ISSUES, INCLUDING THE LONG-TERM ASSESSMENT OE TRENDS 
IN EASTAVEST RELATIONS AND THE EVOLVING WARSAW PACT 
THREAT TO NATO." 

7. CONSEQUENTLY, WE PROPOSE THAT WASHINGTON CONSIDER 
DEMARCHES AT THE APPROPRIATE LEVEL IN OTTAWA AND 
WITH THE CANADIAN EMBASSY IN WASHINGTON, TO GET 
CANADA BACK IN THE LTDP EXERCISE FROM WHICH IT HAS 
BEEN DISTANCING ITSELE. BENNETT 
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
